Following arguments of counsel the 
case went to the jury at IO o’clock 
tonight and at 11:35 p. rn. a verdict 
imposing 
the 
death 
penalty 
was 
reached. 
The verdict as given had been an­ 
ticipated by the larger number of the 
immense crowds attending the trial, 
and during its progress Judge Ralph 
S. Latshaw admitted nearly all evi­ 
dence offered so as to prevent the 
possibility of a new trial on a rever­ 
sible error. 
As the word, “Guilty,” fell from 
Hie lips of the foreman of the jury 
Mrs. Cue ringer, wife of the defend­ 
ant, screamed and fainted and had 
to be carried from the court room. 
Gueringer’g face, as he sat by his 
counsel at a table facing the judge, 
blanched white, but 
he 
made 
no 
move or sign of nervousness. 
As he 
was led from the room his white 
haired mother, who was by his side 
at the'trial, bade him goodbye. 
In his closing argument, Floyd Ja­ 
cobs, prosecuting attorney, made a 
most dramatic appeal for Gueringer’s 
conviction.. 
“This crime.” he declared, ‘‘was 
worse than murder. 
Yes, a thousand 
times worse than murder. 
The good 
God w'ould have been kind to Mrs. 
Shidler had her life gone out in that 
den of vice w’here 
the crime 
was 
committed. 
You by your verdict will 
either brand Kansas City as a place 
where woman is safe. or as a place 
where woman has no protection.” 
Mrs. Shidler was not in court when 
the verdict came.

KILLED AS THEY TRIED 
TO ESCAPE. 


FOUR WERE SHOT TO PIECES 


Thirteen Men 
Were 
Engaged In the 
Outbreak, Which Was Foiled by 
the Guards’ Quick Action— Not 
Succeeded in Getting Past. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 
3.—Three 


convicts were shot and killed and 
two otheis wounded, probably fatally, 


in an attempted break from the Incor­

late today. 


The dead are Jose Lucreica, serv­ 


ing two years for grand larceny; Earl 
W. Sipdell, serving two years for rob­ 
bery, and 
Raymond Blade, 
serving 


two years for burglary. 


All the men were literally riddled 


with bullets. 
There were thirteen 
in the plot to escajny but none reach­ 
ed the outside of tile building. 
The 
prison officials were prepared for the 
break, for guards of the ward had 
overheard the leaders planning the 
escape. 
At a signal from the ring­ 
leaders the convicts broke through 
the wooden doors of Their cells and 
rushed to the corridor and at the first 
sound of the breaking cell doors the 
guards began shooting 
with 
their 
rifles. 
Norman Hare, who gave tho signal 
for the break, died tonight of bulelt 
wounds and a fifth convict is expect­ 
ed to die.

Seminole county is in a fever of ex­ 
citement, with threats of lynching be­ 
ing made, as the result of a murder­ 
ous attack by two Indian youths on 
the family of David Bolegs, a wealthy 
Indian farmer, near Seminole, Ok. 
The dead are: 
David Bolegs, Mrs. 
David Bolegs, Jimmie Walker, aged 
14, a nephewr of Boleg’s, and a baby 
daughter of Bolegs, 2 years old. 
The four members of the family, 
one already dead and the others dy­ 
ing, were discovered by the neigh­ 
bors. 
The man’s body was found 
seated in a chair in the home. 
He 
had been shot through the head. Just 
outside the house lay the wife, who 
had been shot, beaten and assaulted. 
Inside the house in a bed were the 
nephew’ and child. 
The boy’s skull 
was beaten in and the baby had been 
shot t ’ice through the head. 
Mrs. Bolegs, the daughter and the 
boy died this afternoon. 
In a state­ 
ment made just before her death the 
woman said tw’o Indian youths had 
knocked at the door of the home and 
when Bolegs had admitted them they 
shot him and attacked her. 
Tw’o Indian brothers, Penoska and 
Hully Hollatta were 
arrested 
and 
placed in jail at Wewoka. Soon after­ 
wards a posse comprised of members 
of the old tribal organization known 
as the Seminole light horsemen left 
Seminole, threatening to lynch the 
two brothers. 


New York, April 4.—Five hundred 
city police and detectives swept from 
all sides into a mob of men and wo­ 
men in Union Square when union 
and non-union labor forces opposed 
one another at mass meetings tonight. 
Concealed in buildings fronting the 
square, mingling in twos and threes 
in an orderly throng that had gath­ 
ered to sympathize with the Michigan 
copper strikers, the police were pre­ 
pared when a surging mass of un­ 
employed, marshaled under banners 
of the Industrial 
Workers

World, marched in from cross streets. 
Disturbance after disturbance en­ 
sued. 
Mounted police galloped down 
upon the surging crowd. 
Officers 
began making arrests and Industrial 
Workers of the World men, accused 
as leaders of the mob, made attempts 
to rescue prisoners. The police drew 
their clubs and battled 
their 
way 
through the crowd. 
Union labor, represented 
by

Central Federated Union, had called 
the

square 
meeting. 
The 
union’s 
president, 
Thomas 
Curtis, 
during an appeal on behalf of the 
copper strikers, repudiated the Indus­ 
trial Workers of the World and un­ 
employed disturbances, saying that 
the labor unionists ‘‘do not believe in 
seeking to accomplish their rights 
by disorder and do not display red 
banners.” 
Then the Industrial Workers of the 
World men attacked the unionists. 
“Kill the capitalists” and “The po­ 
lice are here to persectue us,” were 
calls. 
Joseph O’Carroll, a youthful mem­ 
ber of the Industrial Workers of the 
World leaders, was split open. Many 
others were injured.

The fur trade in the far north is 
still on very much the same basis as 
when 
Cartier and Champlain first 
traded beads and 
knickknacks with 
the wondering chiefs of Quebec. 
A 
million and a half dollars’ worth of 
merchandise goes north from Edmon 
ton, Canada, every spring to be ex­ 
changed for the two and a half mil­ 
lions of fur that come back in mid­ 
summer and autumn.

Jefferson City. Mo., April 1.—The 
rank of Missouri as a live stock state 
it, dealt with in a bulletin issued to­ 
day by Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick, of the bureau of labor sta­ 
tistics. 
It is shown that Missouri 
ranked third among all states for the 
number of hogs it had on its farms 
on January I, 1914; sixth for beef 
cattle: second for mules, and fifth 
for horses. 
The increase in cost of living. 1914 
over 1919, is partly explained by the 
fact that nearly all the leading live 
stock producing and fattening states 
of the country, such as Missouri, Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota. Ne­ 
braska, Kansas, Texasv Oklahoma and 
California, report less cattle, milch 
cow's and sheep on farms at the com­ 
mencement of the present year than 
there were April 15, 1910. While Mis­ 
souri is chiefly dealt with in this “ad­ 
vance information” 
from 
the 
1914 
Missouri 
Red 
Book, 
the 
bulletin 
states similar conditions are reported 
by the other states mentioned, and 
total figures 
covering the United 
states are given, to show that such 
is the case generally when the coun-i 
try is taken as a whole. 
The great demand 
for veal and 
lamb is one of the causes for a fall­ 
ing off in the number of cattle and 
sheep on the farms of Missouri and 
elsewhere. 
Thousands of calves and 
lambs, which were formerly allowed 
to mature and propagate 
aro 
now 
slaughtered for the market in their 
infancy because of the fancy price 
such meats bring. Another reason is 
the rapid increase in population of 
the country which has, in proportion, 
for probably ten years, exceeded the 
increase of live stock on farms. 
The bulletin was prepared by Su­ 
pervisor of Statistics A. T. Edmon­ 
ston, of the Missouri bureau of labor 
statistics, from estimations and cen­ 
sus returns gathered and supplied by 
the United States department of ag­ 
riculture. 
On January I, 1914, Missouri rank­ 
ed sixth among all states in the num­ 
ber of beef cattle on farms, being ex­ 
ceeded in this respect only by the 
huge area states of Texas, Iowra, Kan­ 
sas, Nebraska and California. 
This 
is an exalted position for Missouri to 
occupy when it is taken into consid­ 
eration that the states which rank 
higher, and many which fall behind, 
such as Oklahoma, North and South 
Dakota, Arkansas, Colorado, Arizona 
Wyoming, Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
one or tw’o others, have huge ranges 
on which cattle roam about at will 
without attention and find ample wild 
food seven and eight mouths out of 
the year. 
While the number of cattle on Mis­ 
souri farms, as is the case with all 
other states, has decreased, tile price

There is no difficul­ 
ty, however, in imagining a harmony, 
us, for instance: Judas hanged himself 
with the intention of dying thus, but, 
apparently because he threw the rope 
over a weakened limb, or through a 
failure of the cord to hold him, he was 
dashed on the rocks beneath and so 
was killed. It is possible to locate ap­ 
parent contradictions in the Bible, but 
if it is God’s Word then these contra- 
ditious cannot be real—“God * * * can­ 
not lie” (Titus 1:2).

Q.—Luke 14:26 says: “lf affy man 
come to me and Hate not his father 
abd mother and wife and children and 
brethren and sisters, yea and his own 
life also, he cannot be my disciple.” 
Do any comply with this? 
(Mrs. S. F.) 
Answer.—The statement of the text 
is plain. One cannot be a true follow­ 
er of the Lord without complying with 
the conditions stated. We are to bear 
in mind, however, that our Lord was 
here using a common Oriental figure 
of speech. 
The expression is hyper­ 
bolical and was used in order to ren­ 
der the statement of this great truth 
the more impressive. 
A literal state­ 
ment of this thought in Matthew 10:37 
reads: “He that loveth father or moth­ 
er more than me is not woq$hy dr me.” 
When we read in Romans 0:13, “Ja­ 
cob have I loved, but Esau have I 
hated,” the meaning is, I have loved 
Jacob more than Esau. That this is 
no arbitrary interpretation of the word 
hate, but one agreeable to the Hebrew 
idiom, appears from what is recorded 
in Genesis 29:30, 31, w'liere Leah’s be­ 
ing hated is explained by Rachel’s be­ 
ing loved more than Leah. Even when 
we have a correct interpretation of this 
verse the requirements are so strict 
that w e could not hope that more than 
a very few would qualify as true dis­ 
ciples. “Narrow' is the way that lead- 
eth to life and few there be that 
find it.”
